as the gravel removal goes along. And thirdly, there must 
be esthetic considerations so that the countryside is 
returned to an attractive state when the gravel operations 


The Selectmen made it quite clear during the past week 
that there will be changes made in the operation of gravel 
pits in Andover. 

They also promised that there would be much tighter 
control over the truckers who haul gravel from the pits for 
Route 495 construction. 

Town Manager Bowen discussed the subject with the 
five selectmen during an informal session a week ago. He 
said that the present regulations are too casual and need 
to be given teeth so that they can be enforced. 

Much stricter inspection of gravel pit operations will 
be undertaken once the new rules and regulations have 
been formulated. The board is now in the process of 
writing the new code and this is expected to be announced 
before the end of the month. 

Town Manager Bowen is in favor of having an inspector 
of gravel pits, and suggested to the board that the town 
electrical inspector, now employed on a part time basis, 
might take on the additional duties. 

The town manager feels that there are three general 
areas in which conditions may be improved. 

He cited the nuisance problem, the dust, noise, spillage 
and speeding trucks. Next he pointed to a need for good 
engineering practices so that the land is properly graded 


Possible Solution 


One of the first problems to face Town Manager Bowen 
when he arrived in Andover was the condition of the 
Shawsheen river in Ballardvale. 

River st. residents went to the Town House to protest 
the duck weed, algae and other vegitation which has 
grown to such an extent that the river’s flow is impeded, 
fish in the river die and the smell is anything but 
pleasant. 

Some Ballardvale residents place the blame for the 
Situation on the operations of the Reichhold Chemical 
Co., ‘Lowell Jct. rd., plastics manufacturing plant. 

Reichhold officials contend that their method of waste 
disposal prevents chemical substances from going into 
the river, except by accident which they say is seldom. 

Town Manager Bowen promised to make a complete 
investigation of the conditions and enlisted the aid of the 
town’s Conservation Committee which held its initial 
meeting on the matter Monday night. 

Meanwhile, at Foster’s pond, a couple of residents 
there have taken the initiative on their own to rid a cove 
area of the overgrowth of aquatic weeds which is spoiling 
their beaches. 

Mrs. C. Palmer Chase and Thomas McGrath, owners of 
property abutting the pond engaged the services of a 
Boston chemical firm. 

A biologist found that there were seven varieties of 
weeds growing along the cove. A week ago Monday, a 
chemical application was applied. This solution is harm- 
less to fish and to humans. Additional applications will 
be made in September and October. 

The improvement in conditions became apparent at 
once, according to the Foster’s pond residents. The 
weeds began to disintegrate. 

Mrs. Chase said that she expects by next spring that 
the waters of the cove will be free of weed growth and 
will be restored to the condition of several years ago. 

The Conservation Committee might include a look-see 
at the Foster’s pond operation as part of its investigation 
of the Shawsheen river problem.
